Slum Clearance Pla 
Aims at Overhaulin 


40,000 Houses Here 


By BILL BORING 

Forty thousand of Atlanta's 
94.000 dwellings will be re- 
built altogether or materially 
overhauled -under the pro- 
posed participation in the Na- 
tional Housing Act of 1949. 

The effect of this stupen- 
dous program, orice it is com- 
pleted about 10 years from 
now, will be something like 
having had the town jacked 
up and a new one rolled un- 
der it. 


Statistics gathered various 
agencies interested in clearing At- 
lanta’s slums and released yester- 
day by Councilman John A. White, 
crusader for better housing here, 
reveal that 49.900 Atlanta homes 
are sub-standard. 

In other words, these nomes are 
in such a condition of disrepair or 
disintegration that they are not 
conducive to the health and well. 
being of the people who live in 
them and to the people of Atlanta 
as a whole. 

Of the 40,000, White says, 6,000 
are unfit for human habitation. 
Under the Slum Clearance Plan, 
they will be rebuilt altogether. 

The remaining 34,000 will be put 
in proper condition, If a bathtub 
is needed, a bathtub will be in 
stalled. If the roof leaks, repairs or 
a new roof. will be supplied. If 
floors are rotting, new floors will 
be built. 

City Council Monday passed two 
measures which set the ma 
chinery for clearing slums 

The first was in the nature of 
@® directive to the Metropglitan 
Planning Commission to survey 
Atlanta housing, determining 
which areas should be redeveloped 
in a slum clearance program under 
the National Housing Act of 1949. 

The Commission has begun this 
study. Consultations with the var 
jous governmental units in the 
Metropolitan Area, with the Cham 
ber of Commerce, and with the 
Atlanta Housing Authority are 
now underway. Once the research 
is completed a Master Plan for 
Atlanta Slum Clearance will be 
drafted. 7 

This plan then will be submit. 
ted to City Council for approval. 
If approved, it will be turned over 
to the Atlanta Housing Authority, 
which will apply for Federa! 
monies to help finance it. 

The second measure passed by 
Council was one putting teeth 
into the City Code regarding the 
condemnation of property. The 
measure was in the nature of 
amendments to the Code. It di-

NEW YORK—()—I. S. Randall, New York advertising and 
sales executive, told yesterday in the American Magazine. how 
drinking radioactive iodine, apparently has cured him of hope- 
less thyroid cancer. 

The iodine drink is a glass of ordinary water containing a 
very small amount of radioactive iodine. Be 
fore the war this lodine was made by cyclo- 
tons and was scarce and expensive. Now it is 
made by atomic energy plants at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., and at Chicago, and is much easier to get. 

Randall’s case adds one more to a small list 
of spectacular and almost miraculous recoveries 
due to radioactive iodine drinks. His thyroid 
cancer had spread to his spine and to shoulder 
bones. He discovered it when he came down 
hard on his heels one day and partly crushed 
a vertebra which had been riddled by the 
Cancer, 

He had gone to a hospital to die, when the 
drink was tried It quickly cured his back 
pain. In a few months the thyroid cancer dis- 
appeared Now he is up and says he is feel-

While we do not subscribe to the the- 
ory that bigness is the best criterion for 
determining worth, we nevertheless hail

States Bureau of Census that the metro- 
politan area of Atlanta, for the 1950 count- 
ing, shall include all of Cobb and DeKalb 
Counties, as well as Fulton. This should 
mean a count of 600,000. The 1940 “area,” 
for example, did not include that portion 
of Fulton north of Buckhead and also left 
out much of DeKalb and Cobb. 


An urban region which is not growing 
is dying, and it is obvious that the great 
development of fine suburban centers and 
towns in the great wheel of territory about 
Atlanta are in the Atlanta orbit and move 
and have their being with it. There is no 
need for jealousy or protest. This fact still 
leaves room for fierce local pride and 
boastings. We all live together and work 
together, but the heart of it all is the City 
of Atlanta with its transportation facili- 


ties, its commercial and financial services 
and its growing business opportunities and 
conveniences. 3 

There is no reason why all Georgia 
shouldn’t be proud of Atlanta as the 
State’s capital. It is a good, healthy town, 
and it is a city of churches and good 
people. Its crime is far below the average 
of cities anywhere near its size. It has its 
faults, but it is a pretty fine city when all 
is said and done. The adjoining counties, 
and Fulton County itself, have become 
semi-urban and semi-industrialized coun- 
ties. DeKalb and Cobb, along with South 
and North Fulton, have seen their farm 
regions become stronger and better be- 
cause of the subsistence type farming with 
members of the family working in in- 
dustry. 

So, all of us are growing stronger to- 
gether—Fulton, Cobb, DeKalb and all of 
cur fine towns and communities. If we 
can produce a metropolitan area of more 
than 600,000 we will all feel mighty good.

DeKalb Savings 


Editor Constitution: Here’s an idea or pian 
proposed and adopted by the DeKalb County 
Board of Education at the instance of Mr. J. D. 
Cherry, Superintendent of Education of this Coun- 
ty, which I believe is worthy of note as to public 
enlightenment on how at least $75,000 may be 
saved for the benefit of the school children of 
Georgia 

It is believed the savings to the DeKalb 
schools alone will amount to over $20,000 per 
year. Here are the figures and data to sustain 
the proposal: 

1. DeKalb County has in previous years con- 
tracted to private drivers for the transportation 
of school children. These buses travel over 300,- 
000 miles per year transporting over 5,200 chil- 
dren to and from school (there will be 6,000 this 
Fall). DeKalb County has the largest school 
transportation system of all the counties in this 
State. By changing the bus system from private 
to public a saving can be effected in taxes on 
gasoline

6. It is estimated that there are over 1,500 
schoo] buses in operation in this State. These 
buses are estimated to travel 18 million miles per 
vear. with a saving of 7.5 cents per gallon of gas, 
this item alone results in a savings of $22,000 

7. From generalizing, it appears that there is 
being sent to Washington over $75,000 per year 
as a direct tax upon the education of Georgia 
school children.

Miss Shio Hayashi, Chief 
of Nursing Service for the 


-Japanese Red Cross Head- 


quarters, Tokvo, is at Emory 
University searching for 
American “know-how” in 
training of nurses. 

The efficient little woman, 
who has headed nursing educa- 
tion in Japan for 20 years, was 
brought to this country by the 
Red Cross. She will spend seven 
months making a study of the 
Emory Nursing School. 

“Our problems in Japan are 
great,’ she said in hesitant Eng- 
sn. “We have a shortage of 
nurses, a shortage of supplies, 
ana over haif of the hospitals 
were damaged or destroyed. But 
we are .developing fast,” she 
added. 

Miss Hayashi was with the 
Red Cross in Osaki during the 
war. She vividly recalls the 
dropping of the atom bombs. 
and the surrender of Japan. 


“Osaki was being bombed so 
continually that I sent many of 
my students back to their 
homes, thinking they would be 
safer. One was killed a few 
weeks later at Nagasaki. Many 
extra nursing units were called 
into service at Nagasaki and 
Hiroshima.” 

“In fact,” she said, “it was 
from the nurses and doctors that 
we first heard the truth about 
the atom bomb. The government 
tried to keep it from us by 
merely announcing a new type 
of explosive.” 


The dark-haired nurse told of 
the way the government radio 
stations insisted on reporting the 
war as victory for the Japanese 
until almost the final hour. 

“We did not doubt them until 
Miss Hayashi remem- 
bered. “Then we noticed that the 
B-29 bombers kept coming over 
again and again without opposi- 
tion from our fighters. When the 
surrender was announced, we 
were all so surprised that we 
wept.” 

Im one bombing raid, her 
Osaki hospital was struck, but 
the Japanese nurse remained 
with her patients and students, 
fighting the fire. “I never want 
to go through that again,” she 
remarked. 

The Red Cross chief believes 
that if MacArthur should with- 
draw from Japan the country 
would continue as a democracy. 
She described Japan as getting 
back on its feet. 

‘“‘We have more food. Factories 
are re-building. Sanitary condi- 
tions are improved.’ 

Although Japan may be as 
much as one-third Communist, 
Miss Hayashi believes that there 
is little political danger to the 
government. “The country peo- 
ple do not like Communism. lt 
gains its strength only in the in- 
dustrial centers, and most of the 
Japanese do not like its—er— 
digging under—tactics,” she ex- 
plained.
